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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The Amendment and applicant's remarks filed May 8, 2004 has overcome the 
rejection set forth in the Office action sent March 30, 2004. 

The limitations of a method of manufacturing an ultrasound transducer 
comprising cutting a composite piezoelectric plate to form at least one slit in the plate, 
wherein the at least one slit has a radial orientation and extends from a peripheral edge 
of the disc towards its center; and forming the plate into a hollow spherical cap by 
deformation, wherein the two facing, oppositely situated free edges which bound the slit 
are substantially in contact with one another so as to minimize the internal stresses in 
the cap caused by the deformation, in combination with other presented limitations, are 
neither disclosed nor taught by the art of record. 

Claims 1-11, therefore, are allowable.
